No realistic person la likely to Imagine that

If It should menn the end at lend- 
lease. It certainly won't mean the end to Its 
; headaches. 

It l3 to be expected that political Interests 
!■ In many nations will bo critical and may pro- 
test the termination of the assistance that 
I has been given through this medium. They 
I doubtless will do everything they can to ob- 
' tain continuation or the aid tliey have been 
receiving. 

Criticisms almost certainly will be heard— 
as they already have been heam— on the 
home front because ot the manner In which 
j lend-lease has .been hundlbd. There will be 
conlroveralea and probably bitterness ot In- 
ternational acope when the time comes to 
adjust the claims that arise out of this device 
of trade. No one need bo surprised if the time 
should come after this war— as happened 
after World war I— when some bcnellclnrles 
of Uncle Sam's aid assail him aa "Uncle Bhy- 
lock." 

Nor can any realistic person pretend that 
lend-lease has been perfect In lUs operation. 
Even Its designers and most ardent siipunrt- 
crs — Including the late Franklin D. R 
velt — acknowledged frankly that mis 
had been made. Aid In various Instances went, 
to those who did not deserve It. Otliern un- 
questionably abused the opportunity oi n;;- 
alstance from this .source. Undoiibtcdlv. m 
some cases, there have been those who aeiu)- 
crately have "played" Uncle Snm "lur a 
aucker." 

But, with all its faults, 11 la difficult t 
how anyone can deny that lend-lease nii^i 
proTcd a most potent weapon In Balnlng tho 
war victory which has been achieved at last. 
Indeed, It la extremely doubtful whether 
world democracy could have survlvad with- 
out lend-lease. 

Certainly, a.sslstance supplied through 
lend-Icaac enabled England to fight when, 
without that aid, she could have fought no 
longer. The same statement doubtless can be 
made with equal truth as to Ru.ssia. And 
when the time came for those nations to , 
strike back— particularly Russia— the aid 
supplied by tho United States through leiid- 
Itase almost certainly tipped the scales and 
represented the difference between over- 
whelming victory and crushing defeat. 

True, lend-lease has cost a great deal In 
terms of money, which is the least of war's 
coats. 

But, beyond honest question, it has aavcd 
lives — American lives as well as those of our 
allies. It enabled those allies to survive and 
to fight while America assembled and trained 
tho resources which brought the eventual 
victory. 

Bo, regardless ot the coat ol lend-lease, 
present and future, we believe most Ameri- 
cans agree that it was worth the price, many 
times over.

THE SEEDS OF WAR 
A brief news dispatch from London the 
other day carried a statement by Air Chief 
Marshal Sir Arthur Harrla on war and peace 
that waa perhaps more important and cer- 
tainly more profoundly true than all the 
reams ot speechea and discussions at the San 
Francisco conference.

Those are the individual and per- 
sonal emotions of the human heart which, 
when combined nnd inflamed, cause war! 
Thus far neither religion nor education has 
wiped them out. But it's about time the hu- 
mEin race gave top place on its agenda to 
, their eradication, if men have any idea of 
making peace, plenty and two chickens in 
every atomic-energy cookstove permanent 
phenomena on the face of the earth.

Community property laws ot seven Ameilcnn .^tnte.-i 
Including Nevnda are aE^hi under fire from the federal 
Koverntncllt through recent :icL^ o( congrc^ nnd sulfa 
by the treasurj' department. Attorney General Bible ot 
Nevado has Joined the attorney scnernl ot California In 
defense of a favorable Judgment on the subject recent- 
ly handed down by k Texiui federal court, but now on 
appeal nnd which prombea to go to the supreme court 
of the United HlatcE. 

The (edernl revenue Inw wns amended In 1D« to pro- 
vide thai on the death of a husband or wife the estate 
should include both halves ot the community property 
and be taxed dccordlngly. excepting only "compen-ia- 
tlon tor personal services" accumulated by the lur^'lvor. 

Community property law*, deriving In mait cases 
from France, Spain or Mexico, grant each spouae an 
equal. pre.%ent and vested onnershlp ot all property ac- 
quired Bft*r marrlBBe, except gltta, devises and In- 
herllarce.1. The Ulle la alwayi there and the survivor 
doea not InheiU Wb right; It goes Into his pouejalon 
and control as the owner. 

WliUe (he Ui In question li nn eatate tax, the Irens- 
ury has long desired to apply the tame rule to income 
taxation during tho Uvea of husbands and wives In 
commimlty property stalca. The latter leilslnUon was 
fluceeisfully resisted, but the treasury depitlment 
under Secretary Morgcnthau continued lla efforts to 
obviate the lone established rule In the seven com- 
munity properly stnles. 

Whether or not the new eecrctan' of the treasury, 
Fred M. Vinson, holds the same views as Morgenthau 
has not been disclosed. 

However. It behoovea t)ie community properly states 
to keep A sharp looKout If they wish lo project their 
equitable laws denllns with properly ot hUJbantls and 
wlvea, — Nevkda StJite Journal (Reno>.
